For Apprehending of Robbers on the High-my, &:, And for a Reward to the Diſcoverers, G. 
ERELLIAM X. 

UN = Abereas many heinous Murders, Rovberies on the high wap, and Burglaries, and other Bzeaking of Dwelling-Houſles, have been 
e Omitted, and many leud, diſozderty and Wicked Perſons, who betake themſelves to commit ſuch Murders, Robberies and Bur- 
Px > glarics, have been, and in time to come may be emboldened to the like Offences, by reaſon of the negligence of due keeping of Watch 
e and Warding, and foz want cf that Purſuit which ought to be of Robbers on the High-way by Hue and Cry; and ſometimes they 
F 2x are emboldened to commit luch Rapines thzoughthe refuſal of Perſons to gwe that Aid they ought to do, in being Iſliſtant to the 
e „Lonſtables and other Publick Officers, in Following and Zppzehending of Felons, and many times by reaſon of the Concealment of 
, them and their Hozſes by Pan-keepers, Holciers and others, where ſuch Felons do ſet up and keep their Hozfes, to Ride out and com- 
mit luch like Thefts, Burglaries and Rovbberies, and by che Zonnivance of Perſons keeping Hozſes to Lett out to Hire, and alfo by 
| other Perſons who keep Lodgings where ſuch felons and Nob. ers bo pzivately Harbour, and are Harboured by evil diſpoſed Per- 
loans, and frequently by the pꝛibate, unlawful and clandeſtine Pꝛactic of Wꝛokers and others who buy ſtoln Goods, and who have 
e ens luſticient cauſe to ſnſper, but will not Appꝛehend the Felons, and who ofcen upon Enquiry refuſe to pzoduce what Goods they Buy 
| RD on take to Pa wn, and by many the indirec Pzactices sf ſuch as Receive and Cenceal the ſaid Felons and Robbers, and (hare with them 
| their ſtoln Goods: And Te being given to underſtand, that many of Our Loving Subjects Travelling on the High-ways and 
other Parts, upon their lawful Occaſions, are daily Set upon, and put in fear. and peril of leling of their Lives, and others Our Subjects are by frequent Bur- 
glaries, and Felonious Breaking of their Huules, much diſquietedin their Dwellings and Habitations, and ſpoiled of their Goods: And being in particular In⸗ 
tozmed, That John Smith alias Ely Smith, Charles Rawlinſon alias Lloyd, Edward Poor, Anthony St. Leger, Jonathan Compton, Elias Carroll, Henry Howell, Charles Browne, 
Richard Awſon alias Old Mobb, Thomas Randall, Thomas Walters, Nicholas Gradin, Anthony Dunn, Henry Vaughan alias Phillips, Trelawney, and William Jennings, 
are Perſons noto2iouſly known to be ſuch as do daily commit ſuch Offences in deſpite and defiance of the Law, andare ſome oz moſt of them Jndicted 02 Accuſed 
upon Dath, and all of them are known to be ot one Party and Knott, and commonly do keep Company the one with the other, and all of them fiy from Juſtice, 
although great Endeavour, Pains and Coſt have beru uſed taz their Appzchenſlon : And We being minded, and Gzaciouſly inclined topzeſerve Our Zoving Sub- 
jects in their Lives and Eltates, again£ ſuch and all other like Bayine and Uidlence, have thought fit, by and with the Advice of Our Pzivy Council, to Illue 
this Dur Royal Proclamation, and do hereby Command all Our Loving Subjects and Officers of Juſtice, that they do ule all their beſt Endeavours toz the 
Diſcovering and Appzehending, as well the Perſons varticutarly befoze mentioned, as all ſuch other Perſons who have committed, oz ſhall commit any ot the Ok⸗ 

kences atozeſaid, to the end they may be pꝛoceeded againit accozding to Law foz ſuch their Offences. | 
And in Oꝛder thereto, We do hereby Declare Our ill and Plealure to be, and do hereby Require and Command all and every Pur Juſtices of the Peace 
throughout this Dur Realm of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, That upon Notice of this Dur Royal Pꝛoclamation they do 
take Oꝛder and ſee that due Watch and Ward be conſtantly kept by t0zſ: and Foot; And that after Notice to them given of any Murder⸗ Robbery on the 
High-way, oz Burglary, and other Thefts committed, that they take Care that Hue and Cry be made after Robbers, and other purſuit made and raiſed, and 
Felons purſued with the utmoſt Diligence that the Law requireth foz the Appichending of the Offenders, And We do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command, 
That all Uintners, Keepers of common Oꝛdinaries, Gaming-Houſes, Jan-kepers, Houſe-keepers, and Perſons keeping Lodgings , Chamberlains, and 
Keepers of Common Holtlerics, Goldſmiths, and Wozkers in Gold and Silver, Bzokers, and Common 5uyers, and Lakers to Pawn of Gods, and all other 
Perlons whatſoever where any ſuch Robber on the High-way, Burglarer, Breaker of Houſes oz Murderer dhe ll reſozt Into, come, 02 be, oz ſuch Perlou as they 
have cauſe to ſulpec to be Robbers on the High-way, Burglarers, oz to habe committed any Murder, that they immediately ſtop them with their Gods kul⸗ 
pected to be ſtoln, and cauſe the ſaid Offenders to be Appiehended, and carry them befoze ſome of Our Puſtices of the Peace to be Examined upon fuch Suſpi- 
cions, and pꝛoceeded againſt accozding to Law. And they the ſaid Goldſmiths, and Wozkers in Gold and Silver are hereby Required upon any Welted Silver 
in Pngot az otherwiſe to be bzought unto them, to be well ſatisfied of the Perſons who bring the ſame unto them, that ſuch Silver is honeſtly come by, and 
who melted down the lame, and why the ſame was lo melted down, oz to ſecure ſach Perſon fs offering the ſame to Sell, and to cauſe them to be bought 
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befoze ſome Juſtice of Peace, that the ſame Suſpicion map be further enqiifewarter; as they the laid Goldſmiths, and Wozkers in Gold and Silber will an⸗ 
[wer their 52egligence therein at their Yeril. And foz the Suppzeſſion of Highway Robbers, Burglarers, Bzeakers of Houſes, and Murderers; and foz the 
Encouragement of all ſuch Perſons as have Diſcovered and Appꝛehended, and hall from hencefozth Diſcover and Appꝛehend, and cauſe to be bzought into Cu⸗ 
ſtody, Pzoſecuted and Convicted any Perſon oꝛ Perſons who already have, oz hecaftcr ſhall commit any Murder, Robbery, Burglary oz Bzeaking any Dwel⸗ 
ling-Houle in tye day time, and commit any Murder ez Rapine therein, We ar graciouſly pleaſed, and do hereby Declare, That ſuch Perſon oz Perſons who 
already Have o hereafter at any time, until Dur Pleaſure be known to the contrary, ſhall Diſcover, Appzchead, and cauſe to be bzoughtinto Cuſtody, Pꝛole⸗ 
tuted and Convicted the Perſons particularly befoze mentioned, oꝛ any one oz yjgzeof them, oꝛ any other Perſon oz Perſons who already have committed, 02 
hereafter ſhall commit auy Murder, Robbery on oꝛ near the High-way, oꝛ Burgizry, oz Break any Dwelling-Houſe oz Houles in the Day-time, and commit any 
Murder, o2 Felonious Rapine therein, koz which by the Laws of this Our Kiggdom they ought to Receive Judgment of Death, ſhall foz every of the Per⸗ 
{ons befoze herein particularly mentioned, have and receive the Reward of Tuenty Pounds; and foz every other Offender lo Diſcovered, Appꝛehended and 
Convicted the Keward of Ten Pounds of lawkul Money of England within Fiften Days after Conviction of ſuch Offender oz Offenders, And all and every 
Sheriff and Sheriffs of the reſpective Counties Where ſuch Conviction ſhall be had, are hereby Required upon the Certificate of the Sudge, oꝛ Two oz moze of ths 
Juſtices befoze whom ſuch Perſon 62 Perſons ſhall be Convined, to Pay unto the Herſon and Perſons who Diſcover, Appzehend, and cauſe to be bzought 
into Cuſtody, Pzoſccuted, and Con victed, oz upon Whoſe Diſcovery and Appꝛehenſion the Offenders herein befoze particularly Named, oz any other Offender oz 
Offenders (hall be Convicted, the Reward of Twenty Pounds fo each of the laid Perſons befoze particularly Named ; and the Reward of Ten Pounds foz 
every other lite Offender lo Appꝛehended and Convicted, out of the Publick Poneys received by him in that County Where ſuch Conviction ſhall be had, without 
any Demand oz Defalcation of any part of the ſaid Reward, upon any pꝛetente of charge foz paſſing ſuch Sheriffs Accompt foꝛ the ſame in Our Erchequer, 
oꝛ otherwiſe, oꝛ other matter whatſoever, and foz Allowance whereof this Our Pzoclamation ſhall be a Diſcharge to ſuch Sheriff foꝛ ſuch Money by any She⸗ 
riff paid (The ſaid Sheriff oꝛ Sheriffs pzoducing a Receipt of Payment acconting to the Tenoꝛ of the Certificate of the Judge oz Juſtices certifying foꝛ Pay- 
ment of the ſaid Rewards, Which ſhall be Allowed unto ſuch Sheriffs, paying the ſame without Fe oz other Demand.) And to that purpoſe We do hereby 
Direct, and give in Command to Dur Under-Treaſurer and Chancelloz of Pur Exchequer, and Barons of the laid Court of Exchequer, and all other Our 
Officers of Our ſaid Court of Exchequer, and to every of them, to Allow untoevery Sheriff and Sheriffs ſo from time to time paying the ſad Rewards, ſuch 
Moneys as he oz they thall actually pay upon ſuch Certificate foz the Rewardas afozcſaid, without any Charge unto, oz Fee, oz: Money to be Demanded of 
ſuch Sheriff foꝛ paſſing ſuch part of his ſaid Accompt in Diſcharge from Us of ſo much Money by him lo paid, oz to be paid, oꝛ foꝛ Allowance to be made un⸗ 
— — Sheriff, foz Re-imburſing him oz them any Monep ſo from time to time paid and to be paid in Obedience to this Dur Pꝛoclamation foz the Purpoſes 
above mentioned. 

And foꝛ the moze effectual Execution of the Laws againſt ſuch Offenders, and foz the Pzeſervation of Pur Peace, and the Pzeventing fo2 the future of Robbe- 
ries and Uiolences to Our ſaid Loving Subjects, We do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command all and cvery of Pur Juſtices of the Peace, that they do fozthwith 
meet, and in their ſeveral Diſtricts aſſemble themſelves together, and cauſe publick Notice to be given of this Dur Pꝛoclamation, and Intentions and Pleaſure 
fo: the Appꝛehending of Offenders, and Puniſhment of them above mentioned, to all Inn⸗keepers, Hoſtlers, and ſuch as Lett Hozſes to hire; And to all Bꝛo⸗ 
kers, and ſuch as Buy, oz take to Pawn any Goods, that if any of them do furniſhany Perſon who {Hall commit any the Dikences afozeſaid, with Hozſes, oz ſhall 
in any manner receive, comfoꝛt, harbour, maintain, countenance oz conceal any ſuch oz other Felous that they ſhall be pzoceeded againſt, and puniſhed accoꝛding 
to the ſeverity of Law. And foꝛ the furthering of the good Purpoſes We deſire to be effected by this Dur Royal Pꝛoclamation, Me ſtrictly hereby Charge and 
Command Pur ſaid Juſtices of the Peace, and they are hereby Enjoyneo to mert once in every £3onuth in their ſeveral Diviſions of their Counties and Places, and 
to Enquire after, and to take an Account of the Conſtables, of the Defaultsof Match, UWiarving, and of the Defaults of Hue and Cry and Purſuit of Fe- 
lons, aud to take care that all Perſons and Places making Default Herein, be Ppꝛelented and Pꝛolecuted to Conviction foꝛ ſuch their Defaults; And alſo the ſaid 
Juſtices are to Enquire after the Defaults of the Conſtables, Headbozoughs, and other Officers of Puſtice, to ſee that they do their reſpective Duties as they are 
of Office to perfozm, in diſcovery of all Perſons committing any Murders, Robberies and Burglarics, and other Felonies, and to Pzeſent their Dekault at 
every next Nuarter Seffions of the Peace, and to ſee them Pꝛoſecuted foꝛ the ſame. And allo Our laid Juſtices are Monthly to take an Accompt from the ſaid 
Conſtables, of all Inn⸗keepers, Hoſtlers, and Keepers of Hozſes at Livery, and ot ſuch as keep and Lett ont Hozſes to Hire, and of Perſons either publickly oz pꝛi⸗ 
vately dꝛibing the Trade of Pawn-2Bzokers, and common Bupers of Goods, and of their Demeanour in their ſaid Employments; And alſo what ſuſpected Per⸗ 
ſons there are, and where and by whom they are Lodged, Harboured oz Reſozt unto in their Conſtableries, to the end the Dffenders and their Harbourers, Aiders 
and Countenancers may be pꝛoceeded againſt accoꝛding to Law. And to that end the ſaid Juſtices of the Peace are hereby Kequired to cauſe the Conſtables ts 
make frequent Searches after all Perſons ſuſpected to be of evil Life, and guilty of any of the ſaid heinous Offences, their Abettors and Harbourers, to the end 
Our ſaid Juſtices may pꝛoceed againſt them foꝛ the Pzeſervation of Pur Peace, as there ſhall be occaſion 2: And Our laid Juſtices of the Peace, and every of them, 
Committing any Perſon bzought befoze them, foꝛ any Robbery on the high bap, Burglary, oz Bzeaking and Robbing of any Dwelling-Houſe in the Day- 
time, are hereby Required and Enjoyned, that with all convenient ſpeed they bs tranſmit a Copy of ſuch Perſons Commitment to ſome of Pur Judges of Our 
Court of Kings Bench, with ſuch Deſcription as they can give of ſuch perlon Charged with,oz ſuſpected to have committed any Robberies, Burglaries oꝛ Houſe- 
b:eakings, as above mentioned, and of their Hozſes, and with a Particular of vhat Goods are taken with ſuch Offender, to the end Pur ſaid Judges may 
give further Direction foz Pꝛolecuting and Trial, oz fo2 Charging them in Ciſtody with any other Robberies and Burglaries which ſuch Dffenders have 
committed, as ſhall be requiſite, ſo as they may in no wiſe eſcape from Juſtice, wt receive a juſt Puniſhment foz their Miſdoings. And Laſtly, We do hereby 
Charge and Command all Lientenants, Deputy Lieutenants, Juſtites of eat, Mapoꝛs, Sheriffs, 25ailiffs and other Officers and Perſons whatlſoever,to take 
notice of this Our Royal Pꝛoclamation, and to give due Obedience thereunto, in being Aiding, and giving Aſſiſtance in all things tending to the Execution hereof 
accoꝛding to the Laws andStatutesof this Kingdom, as they tender Our Pleaſure, and upon Pain of being pꝛoceeded againſt as Contemners of Dur Royal Au- 

- thozity, in a Matter of ſo great Concern to the Publick, accoꝛding to the ſtrict :Rules of Juſtice.
